It was ordered dispatched 
speedily to Red China and North 
Korea with and appeal for their 
quick acceptance. 
They and Mos­ 
cow have already condemned the 
plan. 
Fifty-four members of the 60-na­ 
tion Assembly voted on a final roll 
call for the resolution which reach­ 
ed the Assembly floor after weeks 
of debate. 
The five Soviet Bloc countries, 
fighting bitterly to the end against 
the solid free world front, cast the 
only negative 
votes. 
Nationalist 
China abstained on the grounds 
that the resolution would not be 
effective.

Then the leaders realized they 
had to make a confession—and they 
did. “ We have a confession,” they 


said, “ we need wheat, the pay is 
low, the hours are long, the work 
is hard and the housing is lousy.” 
From their honesty they received 
15 per cent more volunteers than 
they needed,” du Pont said. 
Action Louder Than Words 
‘‘American business men,” he 
said, “ must do their part in this 
struggle for freedom, over and 
above their enormous contributions 
in the fields of production and 
sales, and they must do it with 
deeds as well as words. 
“ I know there was a time,” he 
said, “ ‘when some American busi­ 
ness was about as young and fresh

But 
times have changed and I resent 
being judged today entirely on 
what we were many years ago. 
“ The vast majority of American 
business has grown up to be a good 
and valuable citizen.

How Carbon 
Monoxide Poisons 


Carbon monoxide is so treach er­ 
ous it m ay produce com a without 
w arning. 
This occurs when the 
individual i.» exposed to such high 
concentrations th at the available 
oxy gen in the air is replaced with 
this poisonous gas. L esser degrees 
m ay give a w arning, particularly 
when the m an or wom an realize.» 
th at headache, dizziness, and m us­ 
cular weakness have resulted from 
carbon monoxide intoxication. 
When pure air is inhaled the 
oxy gen therein passes through the 
lining of the bronchi and it is then 
taken up by the hemoglobin of the 
blood. The two ioxy gen and hemo­ 
globin) 
are -coupled like freight 
cars and whisked off to distant 
parts of the body . 
By contrast, 
when air contam inated w ith c a r­ 
bon monoxide is inhaled, the blood 
is given a choice of carry ing off 
oxy gen or carbon monoxide. 
F or 
som e unknown reason it prefers 
the latter compound. But the tis­ 
sues rebel against this unwelcome 
guest because their m achinery is 
geared to run on oxy gen. 
The 
brain is unusually susceptible and 
expresses its displeasure by creat­ 
ing headache, dizziness, and com a. 


As soon as fresh air and oxy gen 
becom e available, the hemoglobin 
releases its grip and the carbon 
monoxide is free to escape from 
the body through the lungs. 
The 
blood is now forced to accept oxy ­ 
gen and if the deficit in the brain 
can be m ade up before perm anent 
changes take place, com plete re­ 
covery occurs. On the other hand, 
if relief is delay ed the individual 
m ay succum b or, if he survives, 
a cerebral disturbance rem ains. 
Acute carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing is a common occurrence. It 1» 
not lim ited to those who attem pt 
suicide or who work in garages. 
'The condition is encountered oc­ 
casionally in the home through 
leakage of m anufactured gas from 
open burners and defective appli­ 
ances. Carbon monoxide is found 
also in the smoke of fires or fur­ 
naces and is a hazard in m any in­ 
dustries. 
especially 
coal m ining 
and steel. 


Reference frequently is m ade to 
chronic carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing but m ost authorities are du­ 
bious of the existence of such a 
.state. The victim s are said to be 
traffic policem en working in tun­ 
nels or heavily congested areas, 
or m echanics in poorly ventilated 
garages. These m en inhale sm all 
am ounts of the gas day after day 
but it does not rem ain in the blood 
or accum ulate in the body because 
it is prom ptly elim inated in the 
ordinary processes of respiration. 
Exposure i.s chronic but not the 
poisoning. 
M eanwhile, the tissues 
receive 
enough 
oxy gen 
to 
stay 
alive so th at there are no after­ 
effects. 
In this respect, nature is 
kind to the m any thousands of per­ 
.sons who are continuously or re ­ 
peatedly exposed to low concentra­ 
tions of the gas. Should sy m ptom s 
develop they are likely to be tem ­ 
porary ; a change of occupation or 
rotation in jobs is followed by com ­ 
plete relief. 
' 
Another 
m isconception relative 
to carbon monoxide centers about 
its effect on the m ucous m em ­ 
branes of the nose, throat, and 
bronchi. The gas itself is not irri­ 
tating nor does it lower resistance 
to infection. The exception is the 
developm ent 
of 
pneum onia 
or 
bronchitis 
subsequent 
to 
acute 
asphy xiation. 
H ere the condition 
ensues as an afterm ath of uncon- 
.sciousness and usually is attributed 
to a circulatory disturbance <lack 
of oxy gen I or to the inhalation of 
the noxious m aterial.

WASHINGTON — N aturally the 
D em ocrats are gleeful over the 
first evidence of a rift betw een 
Senator T aft and President-elect 
Eisenhow er.

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For College Support 


Fully 1,500 private Institutions of higher learning, 
particularly liberal arts colleges and medical schools, 
are In sore straits for lack of money. Inflation has 
cut the buying power of their fixed Income. 


Tuition has been increased almost to the satura­ 
tion point. High taxee have dried up potential sources 
of endowment, and pledges of annual support by 
alum ni have not alone been sufficient for safe reliance. 
These Institutions need $250,000,000 more annually for 
operating expenses. Where are they to get it? 


For three years the Commission on Financing 
Higher Education, consisting of eight leading educators 
and four distinguished laymen, has been wrestling 
with this problem In a nation-wide survey at the 
Instance of the Association of American Universities 
and with the support of grants of $400,000 from the 
Rockefeller Foundation and $50,000 from the Carnegie 
Corporation. 


The commission has come to two major con­ 
clusions: 
That "free” colleges and universities must not seek 
federal aid. for that could result In ultimate uniformity 
and government control. 
That for a new and adequate source of Income 
they must look to Industry, which Is a beneficiary both 
of professional and of liberal arts training. 
Sr ye the report: 
"Under today's conditions industry is the last 
untapped source to which educators may look—except 
government. Business leaders and educators alike fear 
further dependence on government. 
Business and 
education have the same interest in m aintaining free­ 
dom and each may lose it unless the other retains it.” 
For scholarships, fellowships, research and operat­ 
ing grants in education and bassie research the federal 
government in 1950, the report points out, expended 
$488,000,000, which was 28 per cent of the entire higher 
educational Income that year. There are those—among 
them are some educators — who would like to see a 
‘'liberal” extension of federal aid. 
Not so this 12-man commission that has gone over 
the entire field. Besides industrial contributions, it 
urges alumni, labor unions, church groups and service 
clubs to contribute. 
As to the share industry should bear In the cost 
of higher education, the commission suggests three 
per rent of net income before taxation, or approxi­ 
m ately $325,000,000 a year. Corporate gifts to charity 
have "increased nearly tenfold, since the income tax 
laws have permitted the deduction of these gifts”— 
but higher education has received only a minor part. 
Such contributions, of course, would have to be 
voluntary. Tax-compelled, it would be a case of out 
of the frying pan Into the governmental fire the 
commission so deplores. 


As Koreans Wait 


Seoul Is decking Itself out in its pitiful best to 
greet an expected visitor. No one can say for sure 
that General Elsenhower will Include the war-ravaged 
capital in his Korean itinerary and those who are 
responsible for his safety m ight forbid it. But lf he 
does go there, he will get the warmest welcome the 
chief city of Korea can give an American President­ 
elect. 
This enthusiastic activity in Seoul Is one indication 
of how South Koreans feel about General Eisenhower’s 
coming. Their spirit Is strong, despite their sufferings 
—despite even the darkness that clouds their future. 
But how do they feel about certain specific questions 
concerning the conduct of the war? 
For example, what is their reaction to the Eisen­ 
hower pronouncement that Aslans should fight Asians? 
There is an official statem ent on the point bv 
President Syngman Rhee, 
In an interview granted 
the Toronto Star he proposed that 2,000.000 South 
Koreans be armed, to do all the ground fighting and. 
with UN air and artillery support, "halt the slaughter ” 
He added: "Then our foreign friends can get out and 
tackle the real enemy—the criminals in the Kremlin ” 
As for the suggestion that Japanese forces be 
brought Into the war, Rhee's reaction is that the 
South Koreans would "turn around and fight the 
Japanese before the Communists if that happened.” 
Chinese Nationalists? If they want to fight, he says 
they can do it on the Chinese m ainland—not in Korea 
There Is a great deal of food for thought in ail 
this. Clearly, Korean sensibilities cannot be overlooked 
in any review of the situation. At the same time, the 
proposition that anything like an army of 2,000,000 
m en can be formed from the 23.000,000 persons in 
South Korea is evidently over-optimistic, and it's worth 
noting that Rhee leaves the guns and the planes to 
be manned by UN—meaning U. S — forces. 


Governor Adams' Job 


In Teddy 
Roosevelt's 
day the chores of 
the 
President could be handled very nicely by a single 
secretary and a clerical staff to keep tabs on appoint­ 
m ents and correspondence. The executive office of the 
President, as it presently exists at the White House, 
comprises several thousand people and a welter of 
agencies and planning groups with executive assistants 
at their head. 
Presidential Assistant John R. Steelm an has been 
the nominal boss of this organization, but there has 
been reason to question whether the Intricate m achin- * 
ery was actually assisting the President to arrive at 
decisions and perform other aspects of his monumental 
job 
The Hoover Commission laid out an organizational 
chart for the executive department which provided for 
horizontal and vertical responsibilities among the vari­ 
ous agencies so that there would be proper liaison and 
direction 
General Elsenhower will probably toss this 
problem to his new top assistant, Governor Sherman 
Adams of New Hampshire. In any event, this Is clearly 
an 
opportunity 
to 
straighten 
out 
the 
executive 
department. 
It is fairly obvious that daily devotion exclusively 
to the duties of the Presidential office would require 
more hours than there are in any one day. Obviously 
the President must have all routine m atters taken off 
his hands. He m ust have all factors of the problems 
which he must solve reduced to the sim plest terms and 
presented to him in such form that reasonably quick 
decisions can be made. 
This, In essence, is the problem of the new assistant 
to the President. 
For the sake of the incoming 
President’s health and efficiency it can only be hoped 
that Governor Adams realizes the scope of his duties 
and gets at them as quickly as possible following the 
January inauguration.

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How Carbon 
Monoxide Poisons 


Carbon monoxide is so treacher­ 
ous it may produce coma without 
warning. 
This occurs when the 
individual is exposed to such high 
concentrations that the available 
oxygen in the air is replaced with 
this poisonous gas. Lesser degrees 
may give a warning, particularly 
when the man or woman realizes 
that headache, dizziness, and mus­ 
cular weakness have resulted from 
carbin monoxide intoxication. 
When pure air is inhaled the 
oxygen therein passes through the 
lining of the bronchi and it is then 
taken up by the hemoglobin of the 
blood. The two )oxygen and hemo­ 
globin’ 
are coupled like freight 
cars and whisked off to distant 
parts of the body. 
By contrast, 
when air contaminated with car­ 
bon monoxide is inhaled, the blood 
is given a choice of carrying off 
oxygon or carbon monoxide. 
For 
some unknown reason it prefers 
the latter compound. But the tis­ 
sues rebel against this unwelcome 
guest because their machinery is 
geared to run on oxygen. 
The 
brain is unusually susceptible and 
expresses its displeasure by creat­ 
ing headache, dizziness, and coma. 


As soon as fresh air and oxygen 
become available, the hemoglobin 
releases its grip and the carbon 
monoxide is free to escape from 
the body through the lungs. The 
blood is now forced to accept oxy­ 
gen and if the deficit in the brain 
can be made up before permanent 
changes take place, complete re­ 
covery occurs. On the other hand. 
if relief is delayed the individual 
may succumb or. lf he survives, 
a cerebral disturbance remains. 
Acute carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing is a common occurrence. It is 
not limited to those who attem pt 
suicide or who work in garages. 
The condition is encountered oc­ 
casionally in the home through 
leakage of manufactured gas from 
open burners and defective appli­ 
ances. Carbon monoxide is found 
also in the smoke of fires or fur­ 
naces and if a hazard in many in­ 
dustries, especially coal mining 
and steel. 


Reference frequently is made to 
chronic carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing but most authorities are du­ 
bious of the existence of such a 
state. The victims are said to be 
traffic policemen working in tun­ 
nels or heavily congested areas. 
or mechanics in poorly ventilated 
garages. These men inhale small 
amounts of the gas day after day 
but it does not rem ain in the blood 
or accumulate in tho body because 
it is promptly eliminated in the 
ordinary processes of respiration. 
Exposure is chronic but not the 
poisoning. Meanwhile, the tissues 
receive enough oxygen to stay 
alive so that there are no after­ 
effects. In this respect, nature is 
kind to the many thousands of per­ 
sons who are continuously or re­ 
peatedly exposed to low concentra­ 
tions of the gas. Should symptoms 
develop they are likely to be tem ­ 
porary; a change of occupation or 
rotation in jobs is followed by com­ 
plete relief. 
Another misconception relative 
to carbon monoxide centers about 
its effect on the mucous m em ­ 
branes of the nose, throat, and 
bronchi. The gas itself is not irri­ 
tating nor does it lower resistance 
to infection. The exception is the 
development 
of 
pneumonia 
or 
bronchitis 
subsequent 
to 
acute 
asphyxiation. 
Here the condition 
ensues as an afterm ath of uncon­ 
sciousness and usually is attributed 
to a circulatory disturbance (lack 
of oxygen* or to the inhalation of 
the noxious material.

The prefix "heart" was at­ 
tached possibly because of the 
proximity of the discomfort to the 
site of the old ticker.

Rhee Puts Eisenhower On Political Spot; Ike W ill Be Hailed As Liberator; 


Korean Leader Continues Long Battle For Country's Survival 
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WASHINGTON — Politics is not 
supposed to be on the agenda of 
General Eisenhower's Korean trip. 
But the first person he will meet 
in Korea is gnarled, cantankerous 
President Syngman Rhee, hero to 
millions, despot to a few. and the 
man who has kept the light of Kor­ 
ean independence burning for half 
a century. 
And President 
Syngman 
Rhee 
has seen to it, well in advance of 
the President-elect s visit, that he 
is put on the political hot spot. 
For Rhee has told the people of 
Korea that Eisenhower has come to 
liberate their country. 
Thus 
any 
compromise 
Eisen­ 
hower may propose, or anything 
he docs short of a drive into North 
Korea up to the banks of the Yalu 
River, leaves disappointment and

a serious morale problem In his 
wake. 
The man who will greet Eisen­ 
hower in Kprea is one of the most 
extraordinary heads of government 
in the world. 
He has spent seven years in pris­ 
on, seven months under constant 
torture, 41 years in exile, has had 
a $300,000 price on his head, and 
has probably 
fought 
longer 
to 
bring self-government to at least 
one rocky, isolated portion of the 
Orient than any other man living 
today. 
Rhee In Exile 
I knew Rhee when he lived in 
exile in Washington, president of 
the so-called "Korean Republic,” 
then under the em peror of Japan, 
and which no one thought ever 
could be free again—no one, that 
is, except Rhee. 
The president in exile, gnarled, 
aged even then, had come to this 


An Unwanted Diplomat 


Dr. Emil Well is the Hungarian 
minister to the United States. He 
lives in our country with extra­ 
territorial privileges. He is entitled 
to travel anywhere he chooses; he 
can observe conditions and report 
back to his government in a secret 
diplomatic pouch. He is not subject 
to the restrictions of our law. These 
are the rights of every diplomat in 
all countries. 
However, 
before 
any 
envoy 
comes to the United States, his 
government must have asked the 
State Department whether he is 
acceptable to our country'; 
the 
State Department must have ap­ 
proved Well or he would not have 
come. 


This Dr. Emil Well was in 
charge of the X-ray department 
of a hospital 
maintained 
in 
Budapest by a large industrial 
firm. Before World War II he 
was sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment for underground 
Communist activities. After the 
siege of Budapest and the Rus­ 
sian occupation he was entrust­ 
ed by the Russians with a Com­ 
munist propaganda campaign 
among the doctors and the 
medical staff of hospitals in 
Hungary. Ile became head of 
the "Medical Council,” an or­ 
ganization of almost unlimited 
power, and used this organiza­ 
tion to spread Marxism and a 
pro-Russian 
attitude 
among 
the Hungarian dortors. Intimi­ 
dation and threats 
were 
his 
chief weapons. He prevented 
physicians of whom he disap­ 
proved from being given higher 
positions in hospitals 
or 
the 
government service, summon­ 
ing the political police to arrest 
or intern the doctor. He was 
secretary genera! of the Hun­ 
garian Sanitary Workers Trade 
Union. 
He 
err ated such 
an 
atmosphere of terror that the 
intimidated doctors were com­ 
pelled to give in to him unless 
they wanted to lose their jobs. 


All non-Communist experts were 
dismissed from the 
Ministry 
of 
Public 
Welfare—an 
organization 
under complete Communist con­ 
trol—and their places were filled 
with 
inexperienced 
Communists 
recommended by Weil. There were 
no drugs, bandages or instruments 
in Hungary, because the Russians 
seized all that was left behind by 
the Germans. When a donation of 
drugs 
and 
medical 
instruments 
finally arrived from America, the 
Ministry of Public Welfare was in-

duced by Weil to demand partici­ 
pation in their distribution, divert­ 
ing the gift to Communist propa­ 
ganda. 
Well has been accused of getting 
the minister of 
Public 
Welfare, 
Mrs. Anna Ratko, who used to be 
a textile worker, and who was ap­ 
pointed a cabinet minister with his 
assistance, to say: "The Hungarian 
doctors will have to detach them­ 
selves 
from 
Western 
medical 
science which is falsified and does 
not serve the public interest, but 
only the enemies of the people.” In 
the meanwhile hundreds of Hun­ 
garians were dying for the lack of 
penicillin, streptomycin, aureomy­ 
cin, etc., and for the lack of an iron 
lung, which were available only in 
the West. The Western charitable 
organizations, however, seeing that 
their help was misused for Com­ 
munist propaganda, discontinued 
their aid. Dr. Well s mission was 
fulfilled by April 1948. when all im­ 
portant medical positions were fin­ 
ally in the hands of the Commun­ 
ists. 


Various 
accusations 
have 
been made against Dr. Weil in 
relation 
to 
Cardinal 
Minds- 
zenty, who had been drugged 
or medically "treated” in order 
to obtain a confession. There 
has been no statement in denial 
of the participation of the Hun­ 
garian minister to the United 
States in this outrage. How­ 
ever. the record has been es­ 
tablished that he was the one 
who appointed the "experts” 
who carried out the criminal 
treatment, which was an oper­ 
ation on the cardinal’s brain. 
An Hungarian journalist who 
since then escaped to the West 
declared in a newspaper article 
shortly after his escape that it 
was Dr. Well who handled the 
electric 
device 
used in the 
course of this brain operation 
performed on the victims of the 
various political trials, among 
them 
Cardinal 
Mindszenty. 
There has been no confirmation 
or denial of this report. 


It is impossible to ignore the 
repetition of Dr. Emil Weil’s name 
in connection with the Mindszenty 
outrage, and it is up to him to 
prove them untrue. He was award­ 
ed the "Kossuth Prize.” which is 
the highest award of the Commun­ 
ist regime. Why Dr. Emil Wed, 
who has never been in the diplo­ 
matic service, should have been 
appointed minister to the United 
States, is not clear; yet, he has 
been here about two years. 
/C opyright, 1952, 
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country at the age of 27 during the 
Portsmouth Conference which set­ 
tled the war between Russia and 
Japan. And, though he was re­ 
ceived 
personally 
by 
President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
the 
Russo- 
Japanese Treaty, when it emerged, 
contained, as Article I, a provision 
for turning Korea over to Japan. 
At that time, we did not consider 
the rights of small nations im­ 
portant. 
Rhee. however, battled on. He 
had become a Christian, had writ­ 
ten a book, "The Spirit of Inde­ 
pendence.” while in jail. Now he 
studied at Harvard, got to know 
W’oodrow Wilson at Princeton, at­ 
tended the Versailles Conference, 
once again with a plea that the 
great 
powers 
recognize 
Korea, 
once again to be disappointed by 
his friend Wilson. 
Back in Washington during the 
early days of the F. D. Roosevelt 
adm inistration, Rhee tried to get 
the State Department to issue a 
passport to an Austrian lady he 
had m et at 
Geneva, 
Franziska 
Donner. 
The 
State 
Department 
gave him the usual run-around. 
Finally I called his plight to 
the attention of Cordell Hull, who 
cut red tape, let Fraulein Donner 
enter this country. She and Dr. 
Rhee were married. She has been 
beside him through the heartaches 
and headaches of Korea ever since, 
and no m atter how discouraging 
the news in Korea. I never fail to 
hear from them at Christmas. 


.Modern-Day Saviour 
When Syngman Rhee returned to 
Korea after the Japanese surrend­ 
er in 1945. he was received as a 
modern-day saviour. Every politi­ 
cal party welcomed him, offered 
him support, asked him to become 
president—even the Communists. 
It is not unnatural that a 77-year- 
nld battler for liberty should find 
himself in frequent opposition with 
U. S. m ilitary and diplomatic au­ 
thorities, and Rhee's first tangle 
was with Gen. John Hodge, U. S. 
commander in Korea, who wanted 
to compromise between the Com­ 
munists 
and 
rignt-wing 
parties. 
Rhee refused, started 
a 
battle 
against the Communists from the 
•tart. 
More recently he has had differ­ 
ences with General Van Fleet over 
m artial law. over closing down the 
Voice of America by Rhee, and 
over taking ROK troops out of the 
front line to "stabilize” Korea dur­ 
ing last sum m er’s elections. Some 
of Rhee * political opponents were 
even arrested by him and thrown 
in jail when they opposed him in 
the Constituent Assembly. 
In the final popular vote, how­ 
ever, Rhee was backed by the 
overwhelming 
majority 
of 
the 
South 
Korean 
people — 5,000.000 
against 1,800,000 polled by his three 
opponents. 
Rhee has been criticized because 
there is 
graft 
and 
inefficiency 
around him. 
But unlike Chiang 
Kai-shek he has moved to clean 
it up. And unlike Chiang Kai-shek. 
Rhee has been poor all his life, and 
is still poor. He has tired a total 
of 30 cabinet officers in an effort 
to attain more efficiency in gov­ 
ernm ent in a country which has 
not governed itself for more than 
a half century. 
Tortured Rhee 
But the thing to rem em ber about 
Rhee is that, though he is wilful 
and stubborn, he has never ceased 
fighting for the best interests of 
his country. He has been rebuffed. 
He has been disheartened. He has 
been beaten with 
bamboo 
rods 
every day for seven months. He 
has had oiled paper wrapped round 
his wrists and then set on fire. He 
has had his fingers so horribly 
mashed that even today he blows 
on them to keep them warm. He 
has had to wear a 20-pound wooden 
cangue around his neck and sit 


WASHINGTON — Naturally the 
Democrats are gleeful over the 
first evidence of a rift between 
Senator Taft and President-elect 
Eisenhower. This came with the 
Ohio senator’s comment that the 
selection of M artin P. Durkin as 
secretary of labor was "an incred­ 
ible appointment.” But the effects 
of the controversy may well be to 
strengthen 
rather 
than 
weaken 
General 
Eisenhower’s efforts to 
promote harmony and unity in 
the country as a whole. 
It may 
even start a chain of events that 
could lead to a better understand­ 
ing between labor and manage­ 
ment. 
Persons who are not familiar 
with Senator Taft's blunt way of 
expressing himself—and he never 
minces words—may read into his 
rem arks a feeling of resentment, 
but actually the senator would be 
the first to say that it is the new 
President's right to pick his own 
cabinet. 
From a tactical standpoint, Sen­ 
ator Taft was, in effect, making it 
clear that he isn’t receding one bit 
in his position that the Taft-Hartlev 
Act 
shall 
not 
be 
emasculated. 
Knowing 
that 
Mr. 
Durkin 
has 
favored its repeal, that he voted 
for Stevenson, and that he has 
been serving as the national presi­ 
dent of an AFL union, it would be 
surprising if the Ohio senator cm- 
braced the new secretary o f Labor 
and uttered loud cheers over his 
appointment. In a way, Mr. Taft 
was declaring his independence. 
He if going to criticize when he 
thinks criticism is justified, and he 
is going to praise when he thinks 
praise is due. 
Knows President's Prerogatives 
No other man in America did 
more to insure the election of Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower than did Senator 
Taft. Had he sulked in the cam ­ 
paign, his followers would have 
sulked. The Republicans got their 
big electroal vote by swelling the 
total 
vote in 
Republican 
areas 
where organization work done by 
Taft followers counted heavily. 
But the Ohio Senator is too ex­ 
perienced in public affairs and too 
respectful of the prerogatives of 
a President to assume that he 
could direct and control the chief 
executive’s cabinet appointments. 
To assume this would be to cor­ 
roborate 
what 
the 
Stevenson 
spokesman predicted during the 
campaign — that General Eisen­ 
hower would be the "captive'' of 
Senator Taft and his forces. 
Anyone who stops a moment to 
analyze objectively the political 
situation in which General Eisen­ 
hower 
finds himself 
today will 
have to agree that, with a cabinet 
consisting largely of representa­ 
tives of big business and big fin­ 
ance, and containing two lawyers 
with a New York City financial 
background, he could hardly add 
as a secretary of Labor a man 
who was known to be hostile to 
union labor. 
The selection of Mr. Durkin from 


the ranks of trade unionism was a 
simple m atter of political common­ 
sense as well as balanced consid­ 
eration of the different economiff 
viewpoints that will be represented 
now in the new cabinet. 
It is logical that Senator Taft 
should adopt a cautious position 
with respect to a cabinet member 
who had been pledged to outright 
repeal of the Taft Hartley Act. It 
is significant that the new secre­ 
tary of Labor says he wants to 
bring both Senator Taft and trade- 
union leaders of the CIO and AFL 
into a conference to try to work 
o\it amendments to the existing 
labor * management law. 
This is 
always the right approach to the 
making of constructive labor legis­ 
lation. Back in 1926 all the Rail­ 
road Brotherhood unions and the 
executives of the railroads got to­ 
gether over a period of several 
weeks in conference with congres­ 
sional leaders and worked out the 
Railway Labor Act of 1926. It was 
adopted by overwhelming vote of 
Republicans and Democrats. 
It 
was the first federal law that made 
collective bargaining compulsory 
on both management and labor. 
History might repeat itself—it may 
be that labor and management 
can do the same thing now. 
Long Step Forward 
Plainly tho p^sence of a trade- 
union man iu the cabinet make! 
possible an effective leadership by 
the 
new 
administration 
which 
could take the Taft-Hartley issue 
out of politics altogether, and that 
will be important in the congres­ 
sional elections of 1954. 
The many comments from CIO 
as well as AFL leaders who ap­ 
plaud the selection of Mr. Durkm 
indicate that General Eisenhower 
has taken a long step forward ta 
promote harmony on the labor- 
management front. 
To have ap- 
jiomted someone with a distinctly 
anti-labor background would have 
ushered in a climate in which 
strikes and work stoppages and 
grievous 
friction 
between 
labor 
and management m ight have pre­ 
vailed. 
Senator Taft may really be more 
upset about the fact that tome of 
his 
other 
recommendations 
for 
cabinet appointments were not ac­ 
cepted. and it was a bit easier ta 
find fault with the naming of a 
Democrat and a trade unionist for 
the Department of Labor. In that 
area of public affairs. Mr. Taft 
has taken a firm position and the 
chances are that he need not worry 
too much about Mr. Durkin's pos­ 
sible influence in Congress be­ 
cause, when it comes to amend­ 
ing the Taft-Hartley Act. a m a­ 
jority of both houses will stand 
solidly against a one-sided law. 
There is a chance now for nego­ 
tiating amendments and making 
a law satisfactory to both sides 
if the trade unions really want 
that kind of setup, and this re­ 
mains to be seen. 
Mr. Durkin is 
the man who is really on the spot.

Churchill Is Coming 


LONDON 
Beyond the thorny thicket of 
Immediate problems—Korea. Indo­ 
china. Iran, the German divisions 
and the rest—one can already dis­ 
cern an even bigger difficulty in 
President-elect Eisenhower's path 
ahead. 
In the present world situation, 
the main aim and theme of Presi­ 
dent-elect 
Eisenhower’s 
p o l i c y 
must be to maintain, to strengthen 
and to stabilize the Western al­ 
liance. 
Before he can achieve 
this 
aim, 
the 
biggest 
question 
Eisenhower will have to answer 
is whether the Western alliance 
can be made economically work­ 
able. 
It can be said on highest authori­ 
ty that the new President’s old 
friend. 
Prim e 
Minister Winston 
Churchill, now means to press this 
question in the White House at the 
earliest possible date after the 
inauguration. 
At this very moment, the prep­ 
arations for Churchill's approach 
to Eisenhower are going forward 
here in London, in the form of the 
grandiose Commonwealth Confer­ 
ence. 
Churchill, whose lack of 
interest in economic m atters has 
always been notorious, has now 
entered the battle for Britain’s and 
the Commonwealth's economic sta­ 
bility with the vigor and deter­ 
mination he used to reserve for 
shooting wars. 
Prior to the pres­ 
ent meeting, a drum fire of the 
famqus Churchill minutes stirred 
every 
Whitehall 
departm ent 
to 
make the most vigorous and de­ 
tailed preparations. 
An Urgent Question 
Now, with the Commonwealth 
leaders gathered in London, the 
main hope is to work out the best 
plan possible to "perm it the pound 
sterling to look the almighty dollar 
in the eye.” 
When this Common­ 
wealth plan has been agreed upon, 
Churchill moans to go to Washing­ 
ton and say to his former comrade 
in arm s, "This is what we think 
we can do. 
Now how about it. 
Ike?” 
This question which Churchill 
will put to Eisenhower is much 
more urgent than most people sup­ 
pose. 
By heavy sacrifices, Britain 
has now recovered from her third

But through it all he has not 
wavered from the goal of Korean 
independence 
This is the man who will sit down 
with General Eisenhower in Korea 
as the representative of a valiant 
though divided people, a man who 
is certain to demand the complete 
purge of communism

View­ 
ed as a business concern, Britain 
is paying her way again. 
Yet the 
fact remains that the reserves of 
hard cash which constitutes the 
working capital of Britain and her 
Commonwealth are still fearfully 
low—well under the two billion 
dollar figure which used to be con­ 
sidered the rockbottom minimum. 
This means, in turn, that Britain 
and the other nations of the sterl­ 
ing arca are almost totally unpro­ 
tected against any unfavorable jog 
of the world economy. 
Let a 
slight American recession reduce 
our dollar purchases of British 
goods. Or let the price of Britain's 
imports rise a bit more rapidly 
than the price of British exports. 
Hum will again stare Britain in 
the face. 
Britain's reserves today are far 
lower than they were in the suc­ 
cessive crises of 1947, 1949 and 
1951, each of which almost plunged 
this country Into final bankruptcy. 
The regular recurrence of these 
crises has also produced a perilous 
new 
psychology. 
Still 
another 
crisis will not merely be economi­ 
cally disastrous; it will also be 
politically catastrophic. 
For one 
more crisis is fairly certain to 
drive the British to give up their 
hard struggle to maintain them­ 
selves as a great world power 
and our own chief ally. 
Want "Trade. Not Ald” 
Np wonder, then, that Winston 
Churchill 
has 
entered 
the 
un­ 
fam iliar battle for economic sta­ 
bility breathing his old war-like 
fire. 
Yet all the great old m an's 
courage and determination will not 
win this new battle if President­ 
elect Eisenhower gives him a cold 
answer. 
The trouble is that the 
problem facing Britain and her 
Commonwealth is also an Ameri­ 
can 
problem 
and 
a 
Western 
problem. 
This underlying economic prob­ 
lem of the Western allies can be 
summed up in a single, simple 
fact. 
Britain and the other West­ 
ern countries now have to purchase 
about five billion dollars worth 
more of our American raw m a­ 
terials and manufactures each year 
than we allow them to sell to us. 
Hitherto, this huge annual dollar 
gap has been poulticed over by 
various forms of American dollar 
aid 
What Churchill now wants 
—what the whole Western world 
now wants, in fact—has been ex­ 
pressed in the slogan of Churchill's 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, R. A. 
Butler, "trade not aid.” 
There is no other way to givt» 
strong, permanent economic under­ 
pinning to the Western alliance. 
For this purpose the obvious lines 
of necessary American action are 
drastically lowering our tariff bar­ 
riers. joining in a massive effort ta 
stabilize the Western currencies
